TAGS FIR WILD BIROS 


How American Bird Banding Associa- 
tion Studies Migration 

To extend scientific knovledge of 
bird habits by means of records made 
by students and accurate observers, 
the Amcrican Bird Banding Asscciation 
bag been organized with head-quart- 
ers at the American Museum of Natur- 
al History. Durii : the last year more 
‘than eight hundred wild birds have 
been banded with an aluminum ring 
that is adjusted loosely so as to cause 
no injury or inconvenience to the 
birds. 

On the ring appears the words: Not- 
ify the American Museum, New York, 
and a card in the filed records of the 
museum gives the species of the bird, 
the date, the place and circumstance 
of banding. It is hoped by this sys- 
tem to learn the distance birds trav- 
el by migration, their definite routes, 
and information regarding thei winter 
quarters. A long period of time is 
required to ovtain results of value.

Strawberries grown in large enough 
quantities to supply your own house- 
hold if not for market purposes can be 
raised in this district. This has been 
amply demonstrated by Mrs. H. L. 
Sanderinan this year on their firm 
northwest of town. The sample of 
berries brought to us were as large and 
as finea flavor as any B. C. berry 
that hys heen brought into Didsbury 
this season, and the plants have proven 
very prolific this year. It takes very 
little work after gue plants are once 
started to grow’ these berries and it 
would be a great saving and also a 
profitable investment for us if straw- 
berry culture was taken up.

‘The animals were sentto Ogden, Penn., 
for propagation purposes, 

Fredenck M. Lee, president of the 
Western Raw Fur Company, who re- 
cently shipped 34 foxes, valued at 
$30,060, to breeders in Prince Edward 
Island, announces that he will not dis- 
pose ofany more animals to eastern 
ranchers, having decided to establish 
a foxfarm at Vces, Alta., where 40 
foxes are wow domiciled. He said: 

“Advices from eastern Canada are 
that prices of live foxes have decreased 
from 25 to 50 per cent. during the 
last go days ‘I'his slump is accounted 
for by large shipments through Ed- 
montun from all over the northern 
country, between the Yukon and the 
province of Saskatchewan.

The Queen Victoria Lyre bird is one 
of the rarest Australian birds, and is 
a most wonderful songster and mimic, 
far surpassing any other in these re- 
spects.

{ts peculiar habits. Almost all of its 
life is spent on the ground, the nests 
are built on or very near the ground, 
and to make its continued existence 
still more uncertain, only one egg is 
Inid. Foxes, which were introduced 
into Australia to furnish amusement 
for the early colonists who could not 
give up their English ideas of sport, 
have practically exterminated the 
Vyre birds, of which there are three 
species, 

These birds are of dull, though very 
beautiful plumage, the tails being ea- 
pecially wonderful. First discovered 
315 years ago, they were thought to 
be birds of paradiee but it was soon 
seen that no bird of paradise had any 
such peculiar tail and the Lyre bird 
was recognized as constituting a class 
by himself.

A Bird Disciplinarian. 
For an example of the wisest of all 
made creatures in dealing with the 
frivolities of uthe weaker sex, the 
hornbill, an wncouth bird of Africa 
and India, is the most striking.

Where Not One but Two or Three 

' Oxen Might Be Roasted. 

The kitchens of olden times seem to 
; have been of extraordinary size, judg- 
‘Ing from the investigations made by 
;@n English historical society. ~ At 
| Hurstmonceuz, for example, there waq 
| kitchen twenty-eight feet high, with 
| three boge freplaces and a bakehouse 

with an oven fourteen feet in diame 

ter. 

There is an old Welsh kitchen near 

Llandudno, dating from the fifteenth 
(century, which bans many primitive 
culinary contrivances, now obsolete or 
superseded by modern devices. Among 
these curlous old devices may be men- 
tioned n meatjack with a fiywheel, a 
steel toasting stand and a fan bel- 
| lows, 

At Battle abbey there {s a curious 
old kitchen containing much of inter 
est to the antiquary, and a kitchen at 
St, Mary's hall, Coventry, is remarka- 
ble for the famous “knaves’ post,” to 
which, it appears, refractory scullions 
were temporarily attached by way of 
punishment. 

There is a medieval kitchen nt West- 
minster abbey, although little remains 
) by which to identify it aside from the 
pata flooring, the buttery hatch and 
fan adjoining cellar.

A CELEBRATED SCOOP, 


George Gregg Was Late and Got News 
of D'Arcy McGee Murder. 

It is just forty-five years ago that 
the late Hon. D’Arcy McGee was 
assassinated on Sparks street, Ot- 
tawa, on the spot where now stands 
the departmental store of Bryson, 
Graham & Co., and although there 
has been talk year after year in re- 
gard to erecting a suitable memorial 


to the renowned Irish-Canadian ora- , 


tor, statesman and patriot, it looks 
as if another session of the House 
will elapse and nothing be done in 
this direction. In the Reference Lib- 
tary on College street, Toronto, files 
of The Leader of April 7, 1868, may 
be found. The edition of that date 
contained one of the greatest scoops 
ever recorded in the annals of Cana- 
dian journalism, and yet this exclu. 
sive news item was printed under 
modest single column, head lines, 
How different would be the display 
to-day, when even the closure measure 
commands a caption four and_ five 
columns wide, in type an inch or 
more deep. Dr. George H. Locke, 
Chief Librarian, regards this file of 
The Leader as among the most hia- 
toric possessions in the library. The 
stirring tragedy of McGee's death, 
who was shot down just as he was 
entering his boarding-house, and 
whose body was found, lifeless, on 
the pavement, occurred shortly after 
two o'clock in the morning. The noted 
Parliamentarian had just finished a 
brilliant two-hour speech in the Com- 
mons upor the Nova Scotia question, 
in which he had uttered the loftiest 
sentiment of loyalty to the crown and 
devotion to the country. He had ex- 
pressed the hope that the deep sense 
of loyalty of the people’ of that pro-
